SPECIAL TRAIN 

At 4:55 p.m. a Special train made 
up on order of Trainmaster Foley 
under instructions from Capt. Wat- 
gon. arrived from the north at La 
Honda station and carried all the 
refugees then remaining, estimated 
at 600. to Santa Barbara, where the 
Red Cross workers and townspeo-; 
ple met them with food. They 
then continued on south, and will 
go direct to San Diego. All the 
married men in the special will be 
given a parole at San Diego unt 
Tuesday, when they must report at 
the training camp. 

The first aboard the special 
train was the body of Fireman 
Conroy. The 600 comrades lined 
up on the north side of the train 
stood at attention, heads uncov- 
ered as the body was brought from 
the Southern Pacific depot to the 
baggage car and placed aboard to 
be taken off at Santa Barbara. As 
the special whirled past station 
after station crowds from the sur- 
rounding farming cheered. 
All the seven destroyers are bé- 
yond galvage, except as they may 
be dismantied. The Delphy is torn 
apart, the Young is on its side, all 
are being pounded to pieces on the 
rocks and naval men say all are 
lost.

BEASTS FEARLESS. 

The big animals displayed no 
fear, but seemed inclined instead 
to attack the lifeboat and its hu- 
man freight.

The “Tribune” Trans 
Sahara Party Crosses Black 


Lands, Making 4500 Miles

DAKAR (Senegal) Aug. 29. 
(Delayed)—The Chi o Tribune 
trans-Sahara, trans- expe- 
dition reached its final goal today. 

We have croesed Africa from 
the Mediterranean to the Atlantic 
by way of the Mack Continente 
dryest, hottest and wettest corners. 

En route we traversed between 
two salt waters and we have cov- 
ered more than distance be- 
tween New York and San 
cisco—4500 miles exactly. 

The first current newspapers re- 
ceived here informed the expedition 
that its twenty-six weeks’ plodding 
represents in distance a liitle more 
than twenty-six hours’ hops by 
American transcontinental flyers. 
At some points our progress was 
held up by flood from the swollen 
Niger and we succeeded by exer- 
tion and twenty-six hours of push- 
ing. plodding, paddling and ul- 
ing in gaining just that many miles 
toward our journey’s end. 

It is a little more than six weeks 
ago since the expedition pulled 
out from Timbuctoo, 1500 miles 
back in the interior. We arrived 
here today on board a flag-draped 
special train. Gov.-Gen. Carde and 
Gov. Maillet of Suda, who were re- 
turning from a celebration the 
patronal fetes in St. Louis, offered 
accommodations 
aboard their special train, com- 
pleting the last leg of our journey.

In a free government men 
have a right to combine them- 
selves together into organizations 
for collective bargaining with ref- 
erence to terms and conditions un- 
der which they will work: they 
must exercise thig right without 
force, without intimidation, and 
must not interfere with the right 
of the man who chooses to dis- 
pose of his time individually. 

(4.) Society has a right to fix 
a imitation beyond which it will 
not permit either these de facto or 
de jure organizations to go.

Quarter Million Will be 
Spent by Southern Pacific 
on Delano Extension

EVENTS DISCOUNTED

Blazes in Forests Menace to 
Property 


San Antonio Canyon Flames 
Rage Unchecked 


Santa Barbara Peril Jumps 


Santa Ynez River 


Two forest fires are raging in 
Southern California and the situ- 
ation in each case is reported criti- 
cal. The fire which has burned 
for three days near Santa Barbara 
jumped the Santa Ynez River last 
night and headed for the rich 
Ojai Valley in Ventura county. In 
San Antonio Canyon forest rangers 
ere fighting one of the most seri- 
ous fires in years. 

A light wind fanned the flames 
of the Santa Barbara fire yester- 
cay. Homes in the Mirsion Can- 
yon were saved when the wind 
shifted. Seventy-five more men 
were conscripted and sent to aid 
@ force af 300 in the field The 
three men believed to have lost 
their lives have not been found. 

Forest Ranger 4 T. Shay has 
charge of the men fighting the 
San Antonio fire. Lightning strik- 

is believed to have 


start until about 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning. Seven rangers were 
extinguishing a mall fire at Her- 
ald Peak when they saw the fire 
at Manker Flats at the head of 
Sen Antonio Canyon. 

They rushed to the scene but 
were unable to keep the flames 
from three other can- 
yons. Last night the fire went 
down the ridge from Old Baldy to 
the old hydraulic mine. Ranger 
Shay, who summoned more men, 
sald the lay of the land made fire 
fighting difficult. 

Several of the rangers were in- 
jured by rolling stones. Last night 
twenty more men joined the rang- 
ers. An effort is to be made today 
to save the cabin of the Sierra 
Club in the path of the flames. Al- 
though the rangers expressed hope 
of having the fire under control by 
noon today, they said a high wind 
might increase the hazards.

At the extreme tip of Point 
Loma Mount Wilson scientists have 
installed the most elaborate set of 
instruments ever taken afield for 
ihe observation of a solar eclipse. 

This equipment will be used in 
an effort to solve the two main 
problems on which data can: be 
obtained during an eclipse, the 
Einstein theory, and the compo- 
sition of the corona. The equip- 
mem includes a great steel equa- 
torial mount. so constructed 
that it will turn at the exact speed 
of the earth, only in the opposite 
cirection, so that the instruments 
on it will point constantly at pre- 
cleely the same spot in the heav- 
ena. 

On this mounting are a series 
of instruments, including spect- 
rographa, Einstein cameras, a pho- 
tometer, an interferometer, a ther- 
mo-electric couple, and a straight 
camera, some thirty feet in length. 
with these instruments can De re- 
| corded valuable data on the heat 
| of the corona, the vibration rate 
| of its ray, the spectroscopic an- 
alysis of its composition and the 
effect of the sun on the light rays 
of stars in its vicinity. 

Near by are the instruments of 
sc.ertiets from the University of 
Virginia, those of three astrono- 
mers from the Paris Observatory, 
and several from ne Carnegie In- 
stitute. The latter group will con- 
fine itself to a study of the ef- 
fect of the eclipse on the earth's 
magnetic field and on the elec- 
trical charges in the earth and on 
its surface. A series of very deli- 
cate and elaborate instruments 
are being used for this purpose and 
readings started four days ago. 

The expedition which is search- 
ing for other information than 
that sought by the Mount Wilson 
astronomers is the expedition from 
the Paris Observatory. Prof. 
| Charles Lemorvan, Mrs. Dorothea 
Roberts and M. V. Lavaliie, who 
have traveled some 8000 miles to 
obmerve this eclipse, will make a 
'special study of the sun's light. 
With delicate photometric appa- 
| ratus they will measure the vari- 
ous intensities of the light of the 
sun as it gradually diminishes be- 
fore totality and as it increases 
after totality.

SING PATRIOTIC SONG 

The meeting opened with the 
singing of “America,” after which 
a sincere and beautifully en- 

ressed prayer was offered by 

rs. Herrick for the enlighten- 
ment and encouragement of all 
present. Lillian Buchter Bowles, 
an excellent dramatic soprano, 
then sang an anthem solo. 

The address of the afternoon 
was made by Dr. Adah H. Patter- 
son, dressed in rich brocade in 
1 old-fashioned cut, who 

as been one of the staunchest 
devotees of this cult since its in- 
ception as an organization. It 
was a clever, clear, logical address, 
leavened with a keen sense 0 
humor, the theme of which was 
really based on Ingersoll’s satiri- 
cal remark that “a noble god was 
the best work of man.” But as 
the spiritualists, like numerous 
other modern cults, believe that 
god head is within ourselves, the 
satire missed its point, to be 
evolved rather as “a vital truth.” 

Thus she stood for a universal 
brotherhood to come through bet- 
ter spiritual understanding. for a 
cessation of religious jealousies 
and bitterness, for a doctrine of 
love as prescribed “by that won- 
derful philosophy ot that man 
Jesus who first discovered it and 
gave it to the world, and for the 
doctrine that there is no death. 

Dr. Adah described our phys!- 
cal bodies like our old clothes, un- 
attractive when shabby, and gla¢- 
ly exchanged for others in the 
newer, broader life beyond. She 
waxed very satirical about those 
who pray without working, or who 
fly to bottles, shrines and other 
material panacea for the cure of 
their ills. And she reserved a pe- 
cial contempt for those who pray 
“telling God what to do.” He- 
cause everything we get comes 
through ourselves living in har- 
mony with God's Divine Law.” 
Thus, she declared, “Arise and sin 
no more” Was the only real cure. 


RULED BY DEAD HANDS 

Dr. Adah reminded us how we 
are ruled by dead hands—those 
that wrote our text books by Which 
we learn, but who, if they could, 
would come back and burn their 
books. She likened the doctrine of 
the espiritualists to “the only one 
science that never faile—mathe- 
matics." And bed most of 
the world’s woes to “assuming to 
know so much more than we 
know.” 

Again she likened our material 
bodies to an overcoat built for 
Arctic wear and shed as useless 
for Los Angeles. 

Her story of her first use of a 
telephone in the days of its first 
introduction, also proved a clever 
simile for her purpose in pro- 
pounding the probability and pos- 
Ability of spiritual communication 
with the departed. And she said 
that all those men with brains, 
whose in trestts were less with 
“busines” and more with the 
progress of the human race, were 
all spiritualists. 

The president waxed humorous 
and coaxing at collection time and 
culled a goodly offering. 

He also announced amidat loud 
applause that the board had unan- 
imously passed a resolution to 
bring the natio@al convention here 
next year, and he alyly said that 
although it was against the lw 
for spiritualiats to “prophesy.” he 
did not think he would be arrested 
for prophesying that the invitation 
would certainly be accepted. 

Then followed the “messages.” 
Rev. Minnie M. Sayers proved the 
more convincing medium, in that 
she did not generalize, but selected 
persons in the audience, told them 
which spirits were standing near 
them, named them, and provided a 
great variety of exact details. 


MANY MESSAGES GIVEN 

She gave many such messages, 
accepted as accurate, and after she 
had given one message from a dead 
mother in which she mentioned 
the death by drowning of a 
brother, and the later death of an- 
other brother, the woman ad- 
dressed publicly acclaimed every 
detail true, and that the medium 
was not personally acquainted 
with her and that she knew of no 
means by which she could have 
learned the many intimate details 
noted. In fact, Mre. SBayers's mes- 
sages re highly impressive. 

Rev. Sophie Norton, who came 
last and was pressed for time, was 
less entrancing, generalizing in the 
manner so often heard, telling her 
hearers “not to worry, all would be 
well,” in matters that could apply 
to most of us.

ECZEMA

sald to be “sensitized” to this food. 
Usually before thie has happened, 
there has been some irritation of 
the intestinal tract, perhaps pro- 
duced by overeating or tho eating 
of improper things. This has not 
only crippled the production of the 
digestive juices, rut it has also 
weakened the digestive tract so 
that the undigested proteins — 
through it, gain access to the blood 
and then to the skin and other 
organs; and, because they are not 
normal, they irritate.

Tons Increase This Year
